I wash to say that ! have net com 
mitted myself in any way on thrr

You will be 


back here by tomorrow evening, with 
the baroness in your charge. 
Do it 


without employing the order for arrest 
If possible, but do it anyhow and at all 
costs.

thr pc:opic's needs, as well. 


The window-trimmer must not make the mis- 


take of thinking that the showiest stock, are the 
most salable. 
The advertiser must not make the 


m stake of thinking that the showiest words are 
the most clinching.-

V/indows are too few in number to be used- 


with indiscretion. The good merchant puts those 
goods back of his plate glass which nine people 
out of ten will want after they have seen them. 


The good advertiser tells about goods which

Newspaper space itself is only the—window 


just as the showcase is but a frame for merchan- 
dise pictures. A window on a crowded street in 
the best neighborhood, where prosperous persons 
pass continually, is more desirable than one in a 
cheap, sparsely settled neighborhood. An adver- 
tisement in a newspaper with the most reader! 
and the most prosperous ones possesses a great 
advantage over the same copy in a medium cir- 
culating among persons who possess less means,' 
It would be foolish for a shop to build its win- 
dows in the alleyway—and just as muck so to put 
its advertising into newspapers which arc dis- 
tributed among "alley-dwellers."
